On Wednesday night last. near Fitzgerald, 
a station on the Montgomery and Eufaula

He returned to the river, took the 
corpse from its place of concealment, washed 
it, put on the shirt before the limbs had 
grown stiff, threw it into the river, returned 
home with the victim’s bloody shirt, and 
burned it and the stake with which the mur- 
der had been committed. Last. winter 
Sougaret became enamored of a young and 
pretty girl, Francoise Elissade, whom he in- 
stalled in his mill. Marie Noblia was put out 
of coors; he had enough of her: 
besides her criminal relations with the 
midwife had ante dated years and made 
her lean, unhealthy, exhausted, older looking 
than she was. Marie Noblia was furious and 
jealous. She met Sougaret several timesa 
day, and’ never saw him that Marie did not 
sav: “Beware of my vengeance.’

Marie 
leaped on the ‘unsuspecting victim, quick as 
thought he# theslip knot over her rival s 
chia, pulled frantically, and Francoise fell 
stifled, ne to scream, succecded in utter- 
ing on?y inarticulate sounds, while Marie 
leape {on her, tugged still more frantically 
at fie rope again, and again and again drag- 
gcd the doomed woman round and round the 

hamber. Sougaret, entered, bringing two 
hatchets with him; he gave one to Marie, 
saying: ‘‘Give her a taste of cold steel now!” 
Marie let go the rope and both of them 
plied hatchets on the unhappy 
victim’s face until it lost all traces 
of human likeness in gashed, bloody, ferm- 
less, hideous mass. Life fled, Sou- 
garet kicked aside the corpse, saying: ‘We 
will bury.it somewhere to-night; meanwhile 
we will hide it in the cellar, (‘ome, take hold 
of the feet and help me carrv it down stairs.” 
But now the deed was done and passions 
cooled in blood, Marie had lost self-command. 
She tried to obey; she tried to lift the corpse’s 
feet: she could not. A violent nervous trem- 
bling had come on, and from head to foot she 
shook like an aspen leaf. Her gorge had risen 
and ¢ hoke dher. She fell on her knees at the 
corpse 's feet, but prese ntly arose, ran outof the 
mill, ran up = and down the — village 
lanes shrieking in the most un- 
earthly tones, the only accents 
her despair could find. Chase was given her, 
and she was caught just as she was about to 
leap into the river.

A New York city jury have decided that skim- 
milk is ‘injurious and unwholesome,’’ aud thata 
man who adveriises and seils skim milk violates the 
law against the sale of adulterated milk. Professor 
hk. Ogden Doremus testified that skim-milk is not 
unWholesome, and itis safe to say that no jury of 
farmers or farmers’ Wives would have rendered this 
verdict. ‘She whole fact simply is that skim-milk 
is not milk, anv more than cream, or whey, or but- 
ter, or cheese is milk. Skim-milk, uniess it is sour, 
is no more “injurious or unuwholesome’’ than 
cream. Itis simply one partof the miik, as cream 
ix another, and one part is nearly as essential to the 
nutritious value of the milk as the other. Proba- 
bly the city Jury were impressed with the fact that 
skim milk would be apt to become a favorite guise for 
cheating the purchasers of milk, pure and simple, 
and for that reason placed it under ban. The true 
way to reuch it would be to restrict or prohibit the 
sale of skim milk in express terms. Itis certainly 
wnomaious thatthe sale of skim milk underauy 
civcumstances should lay the seller open to heavy 
penalties ina city where bo restriction is placed 
upon the sale of whisky.

Langston «& Crane, passing into his posession 
all their and effects for the benefit of 
their creditors. Their nominal! assets amount 
to about $170,000, as far as we can understand, 
and their liabilities to about $125,000. About 
ten thousand dollars of their indebtedness is 
to preferred creditors, mostly in north- 
ern and western cities. The 
cause of their failure has been _ their 
inability to collect large umounts due them 
throughout the country. They were very 
heavy dealers in their line and sold large 
quantities ot produce to country merchants 
doing business in the smali towns and in the 
city and to farmers and planters. ‘The 
ceedangly tight times during the fall result- 
ing from the shortness of crops and tightness 
ot money tatters in our state caused a vreat 
quantity of paper due them to be returned to 
them unpaid. They have managed to keep 
up their business and if their collections had 
been anything near what they ought to have 
been it would not have been necessary for 
them-to have made an assignment. This firm 
has been for several years one of the 
largest dealers in produce and groceries in the 
city of Atlanta. The members are both men 
of the best business education, and no men 
were ever more attentive to the details of a 
business than they have been. The deed of 
assignment was drawn yesterday, and Major 
Crane was placed in possession of the stock of 
goods and their other assets. We are satisfied 
from our knowledge of these gentlemen, and 
the squareness of the assignment as far as we 
have been able toascertain about it, that their 
failure was inevitable and depended entirely 
for its cause upon the impossibility of mak- 
ing collections. It is hoped by 
the friends of the firm that the = as- 
sets will pay a large amount of 
the indebtedness, how much it is is impossi- 
ble to tell, as they have sustained some losses 
by failure ot other parties recently. In all 
their dealings in the city, and they have been 
merchants here for a number of years, they 
have been recognized as honest, straighttfor- 
ward business men, and they have the sympa- 
thies of all who have dealt with them or who 
know them, and we hope that they will be 
able to make such settlements with their 
creditors as will continue them in business 
in eur city.

This he retused to do. Williams returned to 
the scene of the murder and attempted to 
open he safeand getaway w ith the contents 
but failed. He then fled, but was captured 
last September, and his case came up for trial 
in December. On the 14th of December the 
trial ended, and Williams stood convicted of 
murder. The jury was outonly about fifteen 
minutes, and returned witha verdict which 
simplv read: ‘‘We, the jury, find the defend- 
ant guilty.”’ The charge of the court had 
been very clear, short, and was easy to be un- | 
derstood by the jury. Avout half past four 
o'clock in the afternoon the prisoner was 
brought into court to receive his sentence. 
He was placed in the dock and the sentence 
delivered as follows:

His 
neck was completely fractured by the fall, 
and life was pronounced extinct in 134% min- 
utes, when the body was cut down and turned 
over his father, who carried it to South Caro- 
lina for interment. He did not allude to the 
crime.in his remarks this morning, but made 
a full confession several days ago. 

The execution was witnessed by the 
brother and father of the condemned man 
who were admitted by special permits, and 
were greatly affected by thescene. Williams’s 
brother had only been recently released from 
the county chain gang. This young boy, exe- 
cuted for murder while yet only eighteen 
years of age, gives another evidence of the 
ultimate end of every career which commen- 
ces early incrime. Chatham county is rid 
at an early day of a character which had al- 
ready given her, and promised for the future 
to give her, a vast deal of trouble.

liow a Woman Was Beaten to Death Over Two ¥ cars 
Ago. 

MonTREAL, January 16.—A most revolting 
case of murder has just come to light here re- 
specting a woman who was beaten to death 
two years ago. The story comes from the lips 
of a witness of the affair. She tells that in 
July, 1880, she Was enjoying a curouse one 
night in a house in Colborne street. Among 
others present wasa girl named Kimma Hamil 
ton, who, though agyova Scotian by birth, 
was known as “Yankee Emma,’ having been 
lor time a resident of Boston. 
She was a tall, dark, and fine looking 
girl. In some -way she _ excited the 
rage of several men who were present, and 
they at once fell upon her and beat her almost 
toa jelly. <A glass bottle was smashed upon 
her head, and in an insensible state she was 
thrust out of the house.- She awoke to con- 
Sciousness near a hay cart, and managed to 
reach the central police station. She was sent 
to the hospital, and died. there in a few hours. 
The only cause ever known for her terrible 
injuries was that given by _ herself—she 
thought she had fallen from a hay cart. The 
police thought differently, and endeavored to 
get a woman named Hiller to speak about the 
affair, but a companion of the latter had 
been coneerned with four other men in 
the assaultand the woman was afraid to 
speak, This companion died recently, and 
the fear of involving him being removed she 
unloosened her tongue and told the detec- 
tives that Barney McEverney and William 
McEverney, brothers, aman named William 
Livernoys aud two others were Emma Ham- 
iiton’s murderers.

The petition of citizens for stepping stones 
across Marietta and Thurman streets was read 
and referred to the street committee.

The ordinance committee,Councilman Ryan 
chairman, submitted an ordinance relative to 
the commission on streets and sewers, which 
was adopted. It provides that the treasurer 
of the city.of Atlanta shall open a separate 
book in which he shall open an account to be 
called “‘streets and sewers—assessment ac- 
counts,’ Which accounts shall show all 
moneys received from commissioners of 
streets and sewers, from collections Of assess- 
ments pt rwork done on streets, sidewalks ana 
sewers, and shall also show the manner in 
Which this money is expended. It also spec- 
ies how this money be drawn from the treas 
ury. 

The same committee submitted an ordi 
nuance relative to the board of health, in con 
formity with the recent amendment to the 
city charter. It says that the beard of health 
shallin January of each year present the 
council with an estimate showing what ap- 
propriation is thought to be necessary for the 
sanitary department for each year, and show- 
ingthe amount of probable receipts of the 
departinent from the assessments on lots and 
lot owners for the same time. It declares 
that the ecguncil shall in May of each year 
set apart and appropriate © for san- 
itary purposes to be expended by 
said board of health such amount as the prob- 
able income of the city will authorize. It 
indicates the manner in which the board 
shall transact its business, and gives them 
power to appoint such number of sanitary in- 
spectors as they deem necessary and to fix 
their salary. 

Many reports upon referred petitions were 
submitted by the standing committees and 
were adopted. 

Councilman Payne, 
committee on lumps and gas, 
submitted a report recommending 
that the’said committee be empowered to hire 
a man at $50 per month, whose duty shall be 
to keep the street lamps in order. The report 
suggested that no one but a regular gas-fitter 
be employed. The report as read was adopted.

Be it resolved by the mayor and general council, 
That the above approximated sums be set apart for 
the different departments of the city until the reg- 
ular time of making appropriations, in May,

Councilman Knapp, chairman of the street 
committee, read the following conmimmunica- 
tion to the city council from the commis- 
sioners of streets and sewers: 

To the Mayor and General Council of Atlanta— 
Gentlemen: It is made the duty of the commis- 
sioners of streetsand sewers to submit to your 
body, in January of each year, an estimate of the 
amount deemed necessary for work on streets and 
sewers of the city forthe year. We submit here- 
with the estimate. We ask for ita careful consid- 
eraticn. Wethink the time has arrived when we 
should make a mighty effort to place the streets 
and sewers of Atlanta in such condition as will be 
in keeping with her growth and progress. 

A wise and justamendment to the charter has 
relieved he city ofa heavy burden and given her 
the power to charge upon property owners, along 
the street proposed to be improved, two-thirds of 
the cost of such improvement. To inaugerate and 
popularize the law isa matter of serious considera- 
tion. Vithout the signal aid and co-operation of 
your honorable body we can do nothing. Witha 
liberal appropriation we will demonstrate the wis- 
dom und justice of the chauge and make the ave- 
nues and streets—Atlanta’s present shame—in 
a few short years her boast and _ pride 
Her great thoroughfares should be placed in perfect 
condition. Permane umvements of cobble, rub- 
ble and acmadam s§ mula be placed upon them sys- 
t- matically, by skigled labor and improved machin- 
ery. All work should be thorough and complete, 
designed and executed with prudence, care and 
skill, put down, not to remain for a day ora year, 
but, like the Appian Way, till centuries shall pass.
